August  21,  1969  -  March  16,  1989 


Quiet,  good  natured,  and  a  living  Christian  example  to  those  who  knew  him,  Billy 
put  more  thought  and  effort  into  preparing  for  his  future  than  most  young  men  of 
nineteen.
